By publishing install- 
ments out of sequence, you 
eliminate a lot of material that 
deserves to be seen again. 

One example that comes to 
mind is the January 25, 1948 
episode in which THE SPIRIT 
pursues The Octopus to South 
America, and first encounters 
Castanet and Mr, Carrion. This 
set the stage for "El Spirito," 
the color story from issue ftl. 
Since Castanet has already 
been reported dead in that 
one, it is unlikely that you 
could now go back and run the 
episode which preceded it. 
Hence it is lost forever.
